Capt. VIVIAN, in reply to these observations, said the coal used was of the best 
quality for their purposes. Some of it was obtained from the Mayne Colliery, at 
Neat. He had imported several cargoes, and he did not trust to local merchants 
entirely, but occasionally they received these cargoes from Neath. The price now 
was 20s. per ton, delivered on the mine. They had to pay 6d. per ton for wharfage 
at Hayle, and 3s. 6d. per ton for bringing it to Camborne and thence by cart to the 
South Condurrow Mine. 

Mr. Barrierr asked what was now being paid for candles ?——Capt, VIVIAN 
replied that he was paying 5s.

Welhave new arrived at the close of the first half 
of the year, and, upon the whole, it nay be said to have shown a great improvement 
on the preceding six months. Although general trade has been decidedly restricted 
—thanks to the continuation of the war of labour against capital —signs are not want- 
ing that we are on the eve of an improvement, and the fact of the metal markets 
maintaining their quotations in the face of the many disadvantages they have had 
to contend with is no slight cause forcongratulation. The position of the tin trade 
in particular is infinitely better than it was half-a-year since, when the bugbear of 
Australian imports was causing such alarm amongst the home producers, and mines 
were being abandoned by the score. As for copper and lead, their present position 
is encouraging in every way. Anent copper, the ‘Nascent’ process seems likely 
to cause lodes that hitherto have been considered valueless to be profitably wrought, 
and so lead to the development of mines yielding only low-grade ores, 

The past six months have been particularly eventful in demonstrating the general 
worthlessness of American mines, and, if we except Richmond and some of the 
hydraulic mines, the result may be summed up by the word collapse. The actual 
condition of the Emma Mine is still hotly debated, and the shareholders are in a 
state of utter disorganisation. The only possible solution of the difficulties appears 
to be liquidation. Meanwhile, the shares steadily decline. Some extraordinary 
statements are now being circulated as to the indebtedness of the Flagstaff Com 
pany, the immediate effect of which has been to reduce the value of the shares 
from 33{ to 234. Here, too, the difficulties appear to be insurmountable, and 
ominous references to certain Chancery proceedings are being made. 

The only ray of light amidst the general gloom encircling foreign mines proceeds 
from Riclimond, which shows a capital return for the week, The three new fur- 
naces are now in full work, and another dividend is expected to be declared 
shortly.

Fvet EconomrsEer.—Messrs. E. Davies, of Liverpool, and S. 
Dawsov, of Manchester, have patented an improved feed-water heater and fuel 
economiser, and apparat:is connected therewith for steam-boilers. A feed-water 
heater and fuel economiser constructed according to this invention may consist of 
two or more vertical metal pipes of suitable diameter. These vertical pipes are by 
preference composed of short 'T' pieces screwed or coupled together, and so arranged 
that they can be connected together be horizontal pipes screwed or connected to 
the 'T' pieces, or the feed-water heater may be formed of a series of vertical pipes 
connected at the top and bottom by horizontal pipes, or of vertical and horizontal 
pipes combined, forming a network, or of a single length of pipe formed in the 
shape of a flat seroll. The feed-water heater thus constructed may be of consider- 
able width or height, with little depth or thickness. In consequence of this con- 
struction it is of form suitable to place immediately behind furnaces and flues of 
steam-boilers, in what is known as the combustion chamber, without taking up 
too much room in the chamber and being an impediment tothedraught. In front 
of the feed-water heater is placed an adjustable damper, formed by preference of 
a sliding metal plate, so that the feed-water heater, when required, can be shut off 
from the action of the flame. Behind the feed-water heater we place terra-cotta, 
or fire-clay bricks or tiles, which may have glazed surfaces or otherwise, so as to 
retain or reflect the heat and throw it back on the feed-water heater.

ReManks.—Notwithstanding the favourable nature of many of 


the attendant circumstances which surround the metal trade at the

The money loss resulting directly 
from the strike is deemed to be not less than 60,0007. in wages alone ; but this fails 
to cover the loss entailed upon capitalists{by money lying idle and by the non-sale 
of the raw material. It is true that the evil might have been more extended and 
the consequences more serious ; but they are quite serious enough, and it will be 
long ere the district recovers from the results of the six weeks’ strike.

EXTINGUISHING FIRES IN COLLTERTIES. 

A serious fire which took place at the Kilburn Colliery, near Rip- 
ley, Derbyshire, early on Sunday morning, and was not put out up 
to Thursday, forcibly illustrates the necessity of mineowners having 
the best known appliances at hand for extinguishing fires, in which 
not only the lives of the workmen but much valuable property are 
involved. In the case alluded to several of the miners narrowly 
escaped with their lives whilst exploring the workings, with the 
object of rescuing those in them, and at one time it was as much as 
the medical men could do to bring them round again. The fire broke 
out in the vicinity of the waste pipe, and soon extended, so that it 
was found necessary to send a good deal of water to the bottom, as 
well as to brick up some of the air-ways, This will cause a serious 
logs, not only to the miners but also to the owners. Of the de- 
structive character of a fire taking place in a colliery we have an 
instance in the one that occurred at Dartield Main, near Barnsley, at 
the close of 1872, which had to be sealed up for several months, re- 
sulting in a loss to the owners of more than 100,0002. Now, had 
some of the machines of Denayrouze, or “L’Extineteurs” of Dick 
been available, all that great loss would have been saved. So it 
would have been, we have little doubt, at Kilburn, where the ex- 
plorers might have passed through the deadly gases and put out the 
fire had they been provided with the means now placed within the 
reach of colliery owners by the inventions to which we have alluded. 
M. Denayrovuze and others have solved the problem of breathing 
and affording light to men in mines in the midst of the most deadly 
gases. The invention of the former consists of an air-pump, with 
an air-tube wound on a self-regulating coil, with a lamp specially 
adapted for the work it has to do, There is a regulator, to be carried 
on the back of a man, and which provides the air necessary for the 
bearer of it, as well as for maintaining the light. The lamp burns in 
an atmosphere wholly independent of that of the mine, the air 
coming from the regulator being always exempt from carburets of 
hydrogen. In exploring a mine, the man has a breathing tube fixed 
under tie air-chamber, and, putting it into his mouth, draws his sup- 
ply of air through the regulator at such pressure as he himself finds 
necessary for his own comfort. The eyes are protected from danger 
by means of a simple and convenient arrangement. Thus equipped, 
@ man can penetrate the workings of a colliery for a considerable 
distance, and work in an inflammable atmosphere with the greatest 
safety, for an almostinexhaustible supply of pure air can be assured 
to him at almost any distance he may be from the mouth of the 
pit. By this means work, it appears, can not only be carried on in 
a place charged with gas but also under water—an object of very 
great importance indeed. We are glad to find that the value of the 
invention of M. DeNayrovzr is being recognised by our colliery 
owners, for some experiments we recently witnessed with it were 
most satisfactory, proving that thereis no difficulty whatever in ex- 
ploring the workings of a mine after an explosion or a fire, for the 
purpose of saving life or preventing the destruction of valuable 
property. 

Another very valuable invention is that known as Dick’s che- 
mical, portable, and self-acting fire-engine, “ L’Extincteur,” several 
of which are now to be found ata great many collieries, in York- 
shire in particular. A few days since, whilst in Manchester, we 
had the opportunity of thoroughly examining those machines, hav- 
ing previously seen one tested in the extinguishing of a fire, in 
which the combustibles were wood saturated with tar. It was 
really wonderful to see how quickly the fiercely burning mass of 
inflammable material was overpowered by the gaseous water thrown 
npon it. The experiment was made in the South Yorkshire dis- 
trict, where the collieries are the most fiery in the kingdom, and in 
the presence of a large number of the principal colliery owners in 
the West Riding. There was but one opinion expressed—that 
nothing could be better adapted for putting out fires that might 
take place either on the surface or underground. It is, therefore, 
not surprising to find that orders were secured for a large number 
of the extincteurs and air-bag respirators, which are now to be found at 
the well-known Oaks Colliery, Messrs. Popr and PEARSON’s, Messrs. 
Bria@sand Co. (Limited), the Thorncliffe Collieries,and many others 
in Yorkshire and Derbyshire, The chief merit of the invention 
consists in the introduction of carbonic acid gas, generated in an 
air-chamber, and held in solution by water. The immediate pro- 
pulsion of the gaseous fluid upon the fire when the carbonic acid 
gas is evolved causes the almost instantaneous extinction of the 
flames. The extincteur consists of a cylindrical-shaped vessel, with 
an aperture for charging it with chemicals, and tap and tube for 
directing the contents on to the fire. It is filled with water, which 
becomes, by the admixture of two chemicals, densely charged with 
earbonie acid When the water fire the gas is 
evolved, and immediately, by the displacement of the oxygen of 
the atmosphere, destroys the tlames. Placed, or rather strapped, on 
the back of a man it can be successfully used, or, along with the 
patent air-bag respirator, mines filled with gas can be explored, and 
successfully used in extinguishing such a fire as that alluded to in 
the early part of our notice. The “air-bag” consists of an air-tight 
bag simply, and is suspended on the back by means of shoulder-

AMERICAN COAL, 


Every now and then we receive glowing accounts of the coal wealth 
of some of the Southern States of the American Union, and especially 
of the States of Alabama and Virginia; yet somehow or other this 
coal remains unworked. Virginia has coal mounteins, but they re- 
main comparatively untouched; and the naturally proud and haughty 
Virginians—for the “first families of Virginia” are the most aris- 
tocratic of Americans—are not above confessing that their Common- 
wealth is too poor to be in a position to pay the full amount of in- 
terest upon their State debt. Is there any connection between un- 
touched Virginian coal and depreciated Virginian credit ? We think 
there is, and that until the Virginians can be brought to see the rigid 
necessity which devolves upon them of sacredly maintaining the 
public credit of their Commonwealth its resources will remain neg- 
lected, and the State will vegetate in its present pitiable poverty. 
In 1866 or 1867 we could make some allowance for Virginian de- 
faults. The State had borne the main shock of a great civil war, 
and was bleeding at every pore from the terrible wounds which the 
fratricidal conflict had inflicted. But we find it difficult to make 
any allowance for Virginian descredit in 1874, Seven years of com- 
parative tranquillity ought to have sufticed to efface the traces of 
the great duels fought between LONGSTREET, STONEWALL JACKSON, 
and LEE on the one side, and McCLELLAN, MEADE, and GRANT on 
the other. The green grass now waves luxuriantly over Virginian 
battle-fields, and another generation has almost sprung up and made 
good the gaps which the great war occassioned by too many family 
fire-sides, Nevertheless, Virginia is only doling out to her creditors 
a miserable apology for the interest which is due to them, and she 
has solemnly placed on record in an act of her Legislature the humi- 
litating admission that this is “all that the Commonwealth is able 
to pay at present.” Virginian indolence seems to outweigh Virginian 
self-respect; the Virginian public has too weak an appreciation of 
the force of credit to raise a sufficient amount of revenue either by 
loans or taxation to enable the State Treasurer to fulfil the public 
obligations, and the consequence is that Virginia remains a State 
avoided by observant capitalists on both sides of the Atlantic. 

What holds good of Virginia applies with probably even greater 
force to Alabama. Englishmen have always felt a kindly interest in 
Virginia, but they know very little of Alabama, Nevertheless, what 
they do know of that State is, unfortunately, little favourable. It is 
not so long since that a railroad loan was brought out in England— 
and, we believe, also in France—under the style and title of Alabama 
and Chattanooga Railway Eight per Cent.

LIGHT AND ECONOMIC TRAMWAYS. 


Reference was made in the Mining Journal of April 25 to an im- | 
proved method of transport without breaking bulk on mixed-gauge 

railways, invented by Mr. Jonn WALKER, of James-street, Old- | 
street, and the patents having now been completed some further 
details of the invention can be given. The first object of the inven- 
tion is to make the top surface of the rail as low as possible to the 
ballast, to prevent the wheels from jarring the sleepers or bottom 
frame of the railway. To accomplish this each sleeper is notched 
out by four circular saws from 2 in. to 3 in. deep, and to the exact 
gauge required for the railway. These notches or grooves cut across 
the sleepers are to receive the rails, and may be so made as to fit 
down tight, or have space for a wedge on the outside. The rail is 
formed of one piece of timber in the centre, and an iron plate on 
each side, and is called the composite rail. Thetimbermay be 33 in. 
deep by 14 in. thick, and the two plates of iron 34 in. deep by } in. 
or 3-16 in. thick; these plates are either rivetted or screwed toge- 
ther on the timber, taking care that no joint of iron or timber rests 
upon the same sleeper, In this way we havea continuous rail with- 
out a butt joint, which not only makes a strong rail but also the 
most pleasant to travel on, having just enough elasticity to secure 
that purpose. By placing the rails into the sleeper instead of on the 
top, they form in themselves a complete frame independent of spikes 
or screws to whatever length they may be carried, and as each 
sleeper is exactly alike, the rails will also be perfectly true, so that 
the wheels of the engine may fit exactly, instead of oscillating from 
side to side, doing more damage to the rails than the weight of the 
engine. 

For general traftic the head of the rail is formed either of angle- 
iron or a steel cap, bolted through the rail with bolts and nuts, care 
being taken that the joint is not over any other joints of the rail; 
in this way when the cap wears out it is easily renewed without dis- 
turbing the framework of the rails, and at a very small cost, and 
great saving in labour and materials, thus rendering this invention 
of the greatest importance for branch lines, and also wherever rail- 
ways are required to open up new countries, when the cost would, 
it is estimated, amount toabout one-half thatof the present system. 
From a series of carefully conducted experiments made by Mr. David 
Kirkaldy, it appears that, taking the centre between the sleepers, a 
rail 34 in. deep is equal to 9 tons; 43 in. deep, 14 tons; and 5 in. 
deep, 18 tons. There would, of course, be a great saving of freight |

We may 
sone adopt arather different way to catch them, it is true; but 
rg ants be caught, and that the careful and skilful adventurer 
will find, Some blanks are inevitable in a pursuit which has yielded 
such splendid prizes, but the blanks would never have been one- 
quarter so numerous as they were had it not been for recklessness 
on one side, and something worse on the other. Legitimate mining 
has long had its fringe, so to speak, of rash speculators and dishonest 
projectors ; but they should not be suffered to detract from the real 
merits of a pursuit, which if speculative, as it undoubtedly is, yet, 
wisely conducted, pays better than any other speculation known. 
There has only been one Devon Great Consols, paying 1,192,060/, 
on 1024, capital; but more than a score of other mines might be 
named which yield figures nearly as startling, and there are scores, 
again, that do not approach this mark, but are far beyond anything 
in the ranks of ordinary business enterprise. There are of the former 
class, for example, South Caradon, which, on a share capital of 6402, 
has paid 365,0062, in dividends; Levant, 170,000/, on 400/.; Tresa- 
yean, 444,422/, on 3120/.; Botallack, 100,0002. on 18,250/.; Cook’s

Our ironmasters show no great anxiety to resume business in the 
present state of the trade, as merchants are forecasting a reduction 
in prices of some consequence, business having actually been done 
at 73s. Gd., 30 days hence. There are only between 50 and 60 fur- 
naces in blast, and with shipments at the minimum shown above 
there is nothing to press smelters into activity. In fact,the present 
cessation of labouris preventing makers from laying up large stocks, 
or pressing sales at low prices in a reluctant market. Consequentiy, 
the miners on strike have missed their mark, and their further con- 
tinuance in idleness only marks them as the dupes of their own 
stubbornness. Some, however, have taken a hint from the Cleve- 
land men, and have gone in at the reduction, both here, in the upper 
ward, and in Ayrshire.

Hardly 
an instance has been recorded where buyers have failed to secure 
the supplies they sought; but, on the other hand, many colliery pro- 
prietors have continued to complain that they could not find eustomers for the 
coal they brought to bank. This would, of course, imply that the market has been 
overstocked, and, therefore, it is calculated that if the colliers go on working with 
regularity for any length of time the consumption will be further exceeded by sup 
plies, and further reductions in prices will follow. 

In order to ascertain the feeling of the tin-plate workers as to 
the resumption of work a ballot has been taken in some of the principal localities, 
and it has been found that the majority of the men are in favour of resuming 
operations on tle old terms if the employers will re-open their establishments. 
Whether the latter will do so or not is not quite certain, as the trade continues 
dull, and there is but little prospect of improvement. 

It is apprehended that a stoppage is about to take place at the Lan- 
dore Steelworks, partly owing to the discontent of the hands, and partly for want 
of orders. There are about 2000 people employed in the establishment. Hitherto 
these works have been somewhat more fortunate than others, and every department 
has been in activeemploy. If the change apprehended takes place it will, no doubt, 
be much felt in the neighbourhood.

REPORT FROM DERBYSIIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 

| June 25,—In the lead mining districts of Derbyshire business 
| moves steadily along, there being nothing like the excitement which 
| prevails in other parts of the county, where the miners are in re- 
| ceipt of double the wages paid to those engaged in raising ore. The 
| yield of the latter cannot be said to be on the increase, at least to 
|an extent worthy of note, but there certainly appears no reason why 
it should not, Somehow or other, however, Derbyshire does not 
attract capitalists for lead mining, although it certainly does for the 
making of iron and the working of coal mines, Several of the latter 
have recently changed hands, the South Yorkshire Miners’ Associa- 
tion having purchased the Shirland Colliery for 71,000/.,and a deposit 
of 11,0007, made, whilst 30,000/. more is to be paid next week. The 
purchase is anything but a popular one with the major part of the 
members of the Association, who predict that it cannot be profitably 
| worked, considering the cost. It certainly has not beena very great 
success in the hands of its late owners, and it does not appear quite 
plain how it can be improved by changing hands, The Coal Trade 
in both the northern and southern part of the county, although not by any means 
active, is yet tolerably good, all things considered. “Clay Cross and Langley Mill 
are sending about an average tonnage to the metropolis, and the same may be said 
as respects Eckington and Staveley. Some of the collieries are competing for the 
Lancashire trade with those in South Yorkshire, although the latter have the ad- 
vantage of being 20 miles nearer the works lying between Penistone and Man- 
chester than the former. The ironworks are fairly off for business, and there is 
still a large output of pig as wellas of manufactured iron. The Bessemer works 
continue busy, especially in rails, whilst the malleable establishment at Dronfield 
has been doing very we 

Trade in Sheffield has in no way improved, and a considerable 
number of workmen are on sliort time. The Bessemer establishments are the ex- 
ceptions to this state of things, for they appear to ve as busy as ever, whilst some 
of the mills are running very well, there being some fair orders for heavy and 
other plates. Cutlery, both table and penknife, is very quiet, as is the make of 
crucible steel. The business doing on American account has so far been very 
small for the year, and no change is expected during the summer. In other parts 
of South Yorkshire the ironworks are in a tolerably favourable position, having 
enough work to keep the men fully employed. A similar state of things prevails 
in the neighbourhood of Normanton and Leeds. Coal for household purposes is 
in but moderate request, but there is rather more doing in steam qualitities for 
shipment from the Humber ports, Notices have now been issued to most of the 
men belonging to the Miners’ Association in South Yorkshire that they will have 
to submit to a reduction of 12% per cent., some of the notices having only been 
issued yesterday, as it has been arranged that all shall expire on July 8. There 
are some few colliery owners, however, who have declined to be bound by the re- 
solution come to at the meeting of masters, and have refrained from issuing no- 
tices to their men. The men on strike ac the Dodworth Silkstone Colliery, near 
Barnsley, against the decision of an ump?fre mutually agreed upon, held a meeting 
on Wednesday, and were addressed by Mr. Normansell, one of the association 
secretaries, who denounced their conduct in strong terms. He said they had Icag 
been clamouring for arbitration, and then having obtained they refused the deci- 
sion come to by the referee. Nr. Normansell, however, did not have it all his own 
way, for there was a good deal of recrimination on the part of some of the work- 
men. Ultimately, a motion was made that the men should resume work on 
Friday, the matter to be left to the consideration of the executive to obtain the 
best terms they could. This was earried by a small majority, which it was found 
was made up of day-men, who had no interest in the dispute, seeing that there 
was no proposal to reduee their wages, This led toascene of confusion, amid which 
the chair was vacated, and the meeting broke up in considerable disorder. 

The three greatest iron and steel companies in Sheffield held their 
annual meetings on Wednesday, the results of which were looked 
for with much interest in consequence of the crisis in the iron and 
coal trades, and, as was anticipated, they proved that the work of 
the year in the heavy trade in Sheffield has not been succesful. Con- 
siderable loss, owing to the excessive price of fuel and the severity of foreign com- 
petition, has accrued to some of the companies.

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LANCASHIRE COLLIERY MANAGERS TAKEN FOR “ BLACK SHEEP.” 
—A singular and amusing lioax took place at Dodworth, near Barnsley, which threw 
the whole of the Barnsley coal field into a state of great excitement throughout the 
whole of Friday and Saturday. It will be remembered that the miners at the 
Church Lane Colliery, Dodworth, have been out on strike against the award of an 
umpire, and in defiance of the Miners’ Union of which they are members. Early 
on Friday morning from 20 to 30 persons alighted atthe Dalworth Station by train 
from Manchester, and were seen to go to the colliery, accompanied by Mr. Higson, 
the mining engineer, The men who where on the look-out at once concludert that 
they were new hands, or ‘ black sheep,” as they termed them. Arai) tinned meet 
ing was fixed to be held at Barnsley the same morning at ten o'clock, This was 
largely attended, and precautionary measures were taken with respect to the new- 
comers. All the speakers who addressed the meeting dwelt upon the arrival of the 
“‘black sheep” from Lancashire. The chairman begged of the men to be exceed- 
ingly careful not to interfere with the new comers, for he assured them if they only 
looked at them they would run the risk of being sent to prison. Another speaker 
said he was more amused at their appearance than annoyed, because they looked 
like men who would not do much work, and they need not be afraid, as they had 
gone down the pit in their “ Sunday clothes.” All the other speakers dwelt upon 
the appearance of the “ fresli hands,” and begged their companions to herp the peace. 


On leaving the pit, the supposed “ black sheep” received the attention o the female 
portion of the community, who rang tin cans, &c., to salute their deporture, On 
Saturday, the officials of the colliery were suprised at the reports in sone of the 


papers, and it then transpired that the new hands were none other tho some of the 
most eminent mining engineers and colliery managers from the Manchester, Wigan, 
and other parts of the Lancashire coal field, who visited the Chareti Line, Darfield 
Main, Gorton Wood, and other collieries in the South Yorkshire district on the in 
vitation of Mr. Higson, wlio is also largely interested in Lanoashire collieries. We 
doubt not that the gentlemen will be more amused than informed by their visit 
to South Yor kshire. 





TRADE OF TITLE TYNE AND WEAR. 

June 25,—The Coal and Coke Trades have continued to manifest 
increased dulness in all branches; although actual quotations lave 
not fallen much during the past week, it is apparent that coils of 
all kinds have become more plentiful. Thisis, to a great extent, to 
be attributed to the bane ul effect of the miners’ strike in Cleveland; 
still it must be confessed that the effeet of the strike has not in- 
jured the trade so much as might have been expected, owin's to the 
fact that the export trade for all kinds of fuel has been extremely 
good during the past few weeks. Best steam coals are still quoted 
at 183. per ton, gas coals at 13s, per ton, and manufacturing coal at 
from 10s, to 12s, per ton. 
As we ventured to hope, and stated last week, the efforts of Mr. 
Burt and other leaders of the miners in connection with the Cleve- 
land mines have been crowned with success, and the men resumed 
work on Monday, at a reduction of 2d. per ton to piece men and 
124 per cent. to day men. This arrangement will continue in ope- 
ration for three months, and should any disputed question arise 
during the present year it is agreed between the parties it shall be 
referred to arbitration. This favourable termination of the contest 
has caused the greatest satisfaction amongst all classes; and although 
the iron trade is in a most disorganised state, there is little doubt 
that an improvement for the better will shortly take place. Of 
course, some time will be required to get the works in full swing, 
and as many of the furnaces are out the make of iron will be com- 
paratively small; but there is little doubt that the furnaces only 
damped down will be got to work as early as possible, as a good 
demand for iron at a moderate price may be expected to spring up. 
Looking at the state of the iron making trade in all the other prin- 
cipal districts, this may contidently be expected. In South Staf- 
fordshire only 45 furnaces are in blast ont of 152; in Scotland, out 
of 156 furnaces only one-half are now blowing. On the west coast 
of England the make of iron has been very much reduced, so that it 
is reasonable to suppose that when Cleveland iron can be produced 
at a moderate cost a good demand will spring up for it. As coals 
have fallen very considerably, and coke at least 120 per cent., and 
the cost of working the ore has also been materially reduced, it is 
evident that the iron smelters of this district will now have a better 
chance of competing with iron manufacturers, both at home and 
abroad, than they have had for the past three years, 





REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESIIIRE, 

June 25,—A curious case, arising out of an alleged promotion of 
a colliery company, came before the County Police Magistrates sit- 
ting at Manchester on Monday. Edward Ifallas, an accountant, re- 
siding at Poole Chambers, South Castle-street, Liverpool, was charged 
with obtaining under false pretences the sum of 130/. from James 
Potter, and 65/. from William Allen, colliers, of Worsley. Mr. M. Fielding, soli 
citor, Bolton, prosecuted, and Mr. Addison, barrister, defended the prisoner. The 
case for the prosecution was that the prisoner lad advertised the advantages of a 
new colliery company, and by representing that he was negochiting for the pur 
chase of an estate and mines belonging tothe Mayor of Wigan, and that these were 
to be worked by the company, had induced Allen and Potter to advance money. 
The Mayor of Wigan proved that the prisoner had not purehased the estate re- 
ferred to, although he had been in communication with his solicitor concerning it. 
For the defence it was contended that the prisoner had made a bond file attempt to 
float a company. The prisoner was committed for trial at the sessions, 

The Coal Trade is steady, and there is no immediate prospect of 
further reductions. The strike in the Ashton and Oldham district continues, but 
in other parts of Lancashire and Cheshire the men are working very steadily. 
There is no change to report in the Lron Trade; the masters here continue to 
benefit through the prolonged strike in South Staffordshire. Forges are mode 
rately busy, and there is every likelihood of further improvement if trade willecon 
tinue steady. ; : : 

The Dukenfield explosion inquest stands adjourned to Saturday 
next, when it is hoped that it will be concluded. 





BLASTING UNDER WATER WITH DYNAMITE, EXPLODED BY ELEc- 
TRictry.—Considerable improvements and additions to the Severn 
and Wye Railway, at Lydney, have recently been completed under 
the direction of the company’s engineer, G, W. KekLinG, Esq., in- 
cluding an increase in the area of the lower floating basin of the 
harbour, the depth of water required having been 15 ft., and as this 
had to be accomplished without hindrance to the usual shipping 
trade, extensive blasting operations were executed under water. At 
the outset of the work, and for some little while afterwards, the 
contractor (Mr. W. F. Holbrough, to whom we are indebted for facts) 
used large cartridges of common blasting powder; these were de- 
posited in holes bored through 3-in. iron tubes from a floating raft, 
and connected to Bickford’s safety fuses long enough to reach to the 
surface of the water. By these means the rock was broken up into 
large pieces, which greatly impeded the action of the dredging ma- 
chinery, exposing it to much risk and damage, Recourse was, there- 
fore, had to dynamite in conjunction with electricity, and Brain’s 
high-tension detonating fuses, on the system devised and success- 
fully carried out at the Drybrook Tron Mine by Mr. W. B. Brain, of 
Cinderford, Forest of Dean. By this method of blasting, any number 
of charges may be exploded simultaneously, so that the contractor 


was enabled to vary the number and position of his bore-holes ac- | CINERS for PYRITES, RETORTS, &c. 


cording to the nature of the work. One pound of dynamite was 
placed in every hole, and fuses were connected in circuit, and two 
insulated wires carried from them to a small dynamo-electric mine 
exploder on the shore, by which an explosion was effected. These 
blastings thoroughly pulverised the rock, and the dredger brought 
it up with ease, rapidity,and safety. The cost of removing the rock 
operated upon and placing it on the shore was with blasting powder 
5s, 6d., with dynamite and electricity 4s. per cubic yard.

The process oceupies about five weeks, and each engine turns out about 
100 tons every day, at a cost of $2 per ton, the engines being fed by such peat as is 
not good enough to be sent to market. In the market the fuel fetches from 25 to 
37 per ton, and it is found convenient in use, because it will either smoulder very 
slowly or burn fiercely, aeecrding to its treatment. The fuel is clean to handle, 
nearly as heavy as pit coal, and free from sulphur. The New York World adds 
that a patent has lately been taken out for the carbonisation of peat, by which 
means a very superior charcoal is produced. This process is regarded with much 
interest, as it will afford a means for the utilisation of iron ores, which smelted 
with such fuel will yield iron of a very superior quality.
